Effect of Fear on Wounds.

Your directors beg to submit the Annual Statement of the affairs of the Rank 
at close of books on November 30th last, covering the year’s business. The net profits 
amount to $738,597.19, which is less than those of a year ago, but it will be borne in 
mind that conditions have been less favourable. Our interest bearing depusits have 
@rown to a considerably larger sum latterly, while our call loan’ funds nearly 
$11,000,0c0—have likewise greatly increased under a slowing down of trade activity, 
the latter yielding a substantially less return than at any date for many years back 


After paying the usual dividend of & per cent., we have disposed of the surplus 
earnings by writing down Bank Premises Account $100,100, contributing $25,000 to tne 
Officers’ Pension Fund, and carrying forward the balance to Undivided Protits Ac- 
count, which has now reached the total of $400,997.94, 


All the Branches of the Bank have been duly inspected. We have found it disir 
able to close the sub-office at Douglas. Ontario, which did not justify being con. 
tinued. We have opened Branches at Melville, Sask., Wainwright, Alta., and in 
Toronto on Parliament Street. 


With-reference to the world-wide monetary stringency experienced the past year, 
bordering at times on panic conditions without claiming undue prescience, we had 
early indication of the coming storm and prepared for something of the kind well in 
advance, so that our course through the growing pressure was made much easier 
and without stress to our extensive discounting clientele. Meantime, a clearer finan 
cial outlook has supervened, and we look from this on to a gradual evival 
of general trade, following upon an excellent crop in the North-West and ~ood prices.

I would like to say that I am sure all the Shareholders must be very much 
pleased with the result of last year's business, It is true that we had a slightly 
better report last year but when we consider the tremendous upheaval that has 
taken place across the line, and the fact that we cannot in this country stand aside 
from the effects of anything like that, and that our financial affairs, our industries 
and business generally, are influencea very largely by business conditions in a 
United States, I think that the report just presented us shows that the affaires of 
this Bank have been managed during the past year with wonderful care and cau- 
tion, The Directors and the Management must have exercised great prudence, and 
at the same time cared for the interests of their clients. nN 


Mr. Geo. Hague moved that the scrutineers cast one ballot in favor of the fol- 
lowing persons as directors:— 


Sir H. Montagu Allan, Messrs. Jonathan Hodgson, Thomas Long, O, F. Smith, 
Hugh A. Allan, Charles M. Hays, Alex. Barnet, F. O. Lewis and Bryce J. Allan. 


Continuing Mr. Hague said:— 


“With regard to the Statement just presented I would say that although the 
profits are not such as they were a year ago, or such as some other institutions have 
made, they might have been very muck worse if extraordinary care had not heen 
taken to keep the bank in a perfectly strong condition, which is much more important 
than making great profits. At this moment the Dank is in an exceptionally strong 
position with regard to its immediately available resources as shown by thia state- 
ment. They amount to about 50 per cent. of the Liabilities. Formerly we used to 
be well satisfied if our available resources amounted to 25 per cent. but times 
have changed and most of the Banks now keep larger reserves. 


“With regard to the names presented, they are the same as last year with one 
exception to replace a Director who has resigned to join the directorate of another 
bank, and I feel sure that they will be satisfactory to you, and I am sure that all 
the Shareholders are greatly pleased with the result of their efforts. (Applause). 


The annual report was then unanimously adopted on the following motion:— 


Moved by the President and seconded by the Vice-president that the report of 
the Directors as submitted be and the same is hereby adopted and ordered to be 
printed for distribution among the shareholders. 


The General Manager of the Bank, Mr. E. F. Hebden, briefly discussed the report, 
remarking: ‘There is very little to say beyond expressing the hope that the share- 
holders may find the exhibit placed before them satisfactory. 


“The only other matter I have to refer to is the staff, and to testify to the con- 
tinuing loyalty and devotion of its members to the shareholders’ interests, and to 
the excellent spirit animating them towards the Bank and one another, and to the 
good work performed.” 


Messrs, John Patterson and O. R. Black were appointed scrutineers for the elec- 
tion of Directors, 


The President briefly explained that the appointment of Mr. Bryce J. Allan to 
the directorate was merely temporary, to fill the gap caused by the resignation of 
Mr. OC. R. Hosmer from the Board. He explained that as soon aa it was possible to 
call a full meeting of the Board a permanent director would be elected. 


The motion for the election of the Directors by one ballot was then unanimous: 
ly adopted, 


Mr. J. Camphell Nelles:—"I think a vote of thanks should be tendered the Preai- 
dent, Vice-president and Directors and to the General Manager and Stal’. While I 
am not one of the oldest, I am not one of the youngest here. I have had an ac- 
count with this bank since 1882, and in all that time I have never met with a single 
word of discourtesy, while my business has always been carefully looked after, and 
anyone who has met with the attention that I have always received will have no 
cause of complaint regarding the Merchants’ Bank.” (Hear, hear.) 


The President, on behalf of himself. the Vice-president and Roard, and the Gen.

meeting's appreciation of their services. after which the meeting adjourned,

£9,000,000 Between Them.

Alberta Pork Commission. 

Edmonton.— The provincial pork 
commission met here recently to hear 
the evidence of J. H. H. Sorensen, 
late of Denmark, as to the system of 
co-operation practised by the farmers 
of that country, Denmark has always 
been held up as the example of the 
success of co-operation and yet the 
principle has been very generally 
understood, The evidence of Soren- 
sen is valuable as it shows wherein 
Alberta farmers must have the foun- 
dation for any co-operation scheme 
that they may promote if they wish 
to follow the example of Denmark. 


Diamond Business Falling Off. 

London.— The report of the De 
Beers Diamond company for the fis- 
cal year, ended last June, shows a 
falling off of nearly $10,000,000 in pro- 
fits. The year's gains were only 
$3,620,000 as compared: with $13,000,- 
000 in the year ended June, 1907 
This shows the world’s saving in lu*- 
uries during a year of depression. 


Canada’s Great Mineral Deposits. 

Toronto, Ont.—Professor W. G. Mil- 
ler, provincial geologist, speaking at 
the Canadian Club luncheon, evoked 
considerable enthusiasm. The speak- 
er, an acknowledged authority on the 
subject, showed beyond a shadow of 
contradiction that Canada possessed 
mineral deposits of a vavied nature, 
second to none in the world. ‘Our 
silver deposits are unique. Five years 
ago similar deposits to those in Co- 
balt today, were found in Port <Ar- 
thur, and we know that mineral Co- 
balt has been found away up in Great 
Bear Lake district. There is no rea- 
son why enother Cobalt should not 
be discovered up in that great nor- 
thern country.” 

Professor Miller had no hesitation 
in saying that one of the great draw- 
backs of mining development was the 
boosting of the agricultural to the de- 
triment of the mineral resources of 
the country at large and particular- 
ly in Otitario. 


Telegram to Salvation Army. 

London.— Queen Alexandra's inter- 
est in the Salvation Army was mani- 
fested again, in a telegram to General 
Booth, commander-in-chief of that 
body, who was recently operated upon 
for a cataract. The message read: 

“T have felt so much for you and 
hope the operation will be suecess- 
ful. T trust you are getting on to- 
ward complete recovery and that the 
sight you need. so much will soon be 
entirely restored.’ General Booth’s 
physicians are fully satisfied with his 
progress and believe that he will re- 
cover his sight. 


Old Age Pensions. 
Liverpool.— David Lloyd-George, 
the chancellor of the exchequér, ad- 
dressing a meeting here from which 
which women were rigorously exelud- 
ed to prevent suffragette disturbances, 
denounced the veto of the Liberal 
bills by the house of lords and pre- 
dicted that the conntry would ‘“sht- 
ter the throne of King Lansdowne,” 
who had usurped the sovereignty, 
that “no king had claimed since 
Charles the first.’’ 
With regard to old 
the chancellor said he could find 
the money needed ‘without taxing 
anybody's bread or interfering with 
any productive industry.”

London.—Mrs. Pankhurst and Miss 
Christabel Pankhurst, her daughter, 
the British suffragette leaders, who 
went to Holloway jail, rather than 
pay a fine when sentenced October 
24, were released, having completed 
their sentences. An immense crowd 
of militant suffragettes was on hand 
to greet the women as they left the 
jail. A procession to celebrate their 
release took place, starting from the 
jail and marebing through the west 
end. The procession was a quarter 
of a mile long. The paraders march- 
ed four deep, 


McKenzie Made Flotation. 

Toronto.— President William Me- 
Kenzie, of the Canadian Northern, 
says his trip to Britain was to make 
a small flotation, He effected his ob- 
ject without difficulty, as conditions 
were good. Sentiment there was fav- 
orable towards legitimate Canadian 
investment. Mr. McKenzie said the 
company had no new plans at pre- 
sent, but was concentrating on the 
completion of its railways out west 
on which it had been working during 
the past year. 


Refused Admittance. 

London.—A song entitled “Canada” 
which is being sung in the mnsie halls 
by Harriet Vernon asks, ‘Why send 
vour sons to Canada, tell me, John 
Bull, where hunger stares them in the 
face. A couple of dozen Canadians 
annoyed at the anti-emigration sen- 
timent of the song visited Ipswich 
Hippodrome with the object of sing- 
ing the ““Manle Leaf’? but were denied 
entrance. The Canadian party was 
led by N. B. Coleook, the Ontario 
government agent. 


To Christen With Water. 

Newport News, Va.—If the plans 
of the W.C.T.U. of Delaware, are suc- 
cessful, the giant twenty thousand 
ton battleship, Delaware, which will 
be launched here on Feb. 5, will be 
christened with water at this yard. 

The battleship Kentucky, the only 
vessel of her class ever christened 
with water had hundreds of bottls of 
whiskev broken against her hull by 
Kentuckians when she went down 
the ways. 

No Fear of Italian Immigration. 

Montreal.—Baron Mayor Des Plan- 
ches, Italian ambassador to the Unit- 
ed States, is here on a pleasure trip, 
He stated in an interview that Can- 
ada need not be worried by future 
Ttalian immigration. Most of the 
Italian immigrants come from south- 
ern Italy, where the climate is mild, 
and Camada is not suited to them. 
The northern Italians are hardier 
and are contented wtih their home. 


Homesteads for Women, 

Ottawa, Ont.— Miss Binnie Clark, 
who has been farming in the north- 
west for the last three and a half 
vears on the prairie, and has been 
snecessful, is in the city to see the 
government with a view to having 
free homesteads offered to women im- 
migrants of certain qualifications 
from the Old Country,

Old Age Pensions in Ireland. 

Dublin.—The latest figures of the 
old age pension scheme. show that 
up to the present 210,000 claims have 
been made. Of these 89 per cent. 
have been approved by the commis- 
sioners as against 91 per cent. in Eng- 
land, 93 per cent. in Scotland, and 90 
per cent. in Wales. Thus the’r claims 
have maintained about the same pro- 
portion as the others. It is true that 
there is a greater proportion of claims 
in Ireland than in-the other coun- 
tries, but this is due to the emigra- 
tion of so many of the younger gen- 
eration in the last 70-years, 

It is- estimated after careful calcu- 
lation that the total amount of money 
coming to-TIreland under the old age 
pension law, will closely approximate 
£2,000,000 yearly. This will be an 
acceptable New Year's gift, especial- 
ly as the reduction of the tax on su- 
gar has already made a substantial 
contribution towards the relief of 
Trish necessities. 


Boycott Still Worrving Austria 

Constantinople.—While the Turkish 
public has taken naturally to the 
parlinment which seems destined to 
be pn element with which the other 
powers count in the future, the fact 
remains that other features of the sit- 
uation have not changed much for 
the better? 

It is plainly the opinion of the Aus- 
trinn ambassador here that the boy- 
ecott of Austrian goods, which is the 
most irritating feature of the trouble 
from his point of view, could be end- 
ed if Britain were to use its influence 
with Turkey.

The tendency has inceed ever been of 
late towards smaller ranches, and 
leases are supplanting free grass, and 
the same will apply to Canada. But 
we must not say that the cowboy is 
disapnenring “bocause he is beginning 
to call himself a rancher, and because 
his legs ere not forever encased in the 
leather “chaps.”

A Wonderful Harbor. 
Churchill harbor is -imply a land 
locked lake of eight miles in length 
running northeast and southwest by 
about four miles in breadth, in area 
approximately two townships in ex- 
tent. The Churehi!l or English River 
falls into the harbor on its southwest 
corner. An outl +t of about one-quarter 
of a mile wide at Fort) Prinee of 
Wales, leads to the open sea and to 
deep water. 
This channel at low waters in its 
shoalest spot is 27 feet deep, Tt has 
an average tide of two fathoms. The 
sheltered harbor requires dredging 
and the removing of large boulders, 
stones and other impediments. Its 
deepest and best ship anchorage, gives 
45 feet, opposite the present whaling 
station. A powerful ico-breaker could 
keep the channel leading to the open 
sea serviceable the whole year round. 
As time will prove, suitable tugs, aid- 
ed by lighthouses, fishing stations, 
improved charts and the all important 
wireless telegraphy, will simply pick 
up and lead in « transatlantic vessel 
with ease, as soon as it enters the 
struits ut the Button islands. 


Dogs Prevent Accidents. 

Superintendent Stinson, of the On- 
tario Provincial Department of Game 
and Fisheries, declares that fhat pro- 
vinee has had this year the smallest 
number of serious accidents from 
hunting with hounds. He argues that 
still hunting requires the expert, the 
men who knows wooderaft, and that 
among the thousands who go to the 
woods not half a dozen could bring 
home a deer if it depended on wood- 


ereft. Nearly all the deer are shot 
along the water paths with the hounds 
in pursuit. The use of hounds in 


hunting, he holds, is a preventive of 
vecidents, for there is no mistaking 
the upproech of an animal when chas- 
ed by dogs. Moreover, in the north- 
ern districts, with their second grawth 
of timber, sti!) hunting would be al- 
most impossible

GIVES LIFE TO INDIANS, 


ather Lecorre, After 39 Years In the 
North, is Back to Civilization. 


Rev. A. Lecorre, O.M.I., who for 3°} 


years has been doing missionary work 
among the Ksquimaux and Indians of 
northern Canada, returned to civiliza- 
tion about three weeks ago, and: will 
remain in the east until he is able 


a Catholic seminary in the heart of 
the Northern Canadian forests. Al- 
though 67 years old, he is still a 
strong, robust man, despite his two- 


score years’ battle with the northern! 
| 


wilds. 


After each address a collection will | 


be taken, and Father Lecorre hopes 
to raise $10,000. He intends to visit 
the large Canadian cities, including 
Ottawa, Montreal, and Quebec, in an 
effort to fulfill his 
hopes. 

Father Lecorre is a French-Cana- 
dian. The first fifteen years of his 
work was spent in endeavoring to con- 
vert the people inhabiting the region 
near the polar circles. With the Es- 
quimaux he met with but little suc- 
cess. being the first missionary among 
them. 

‘Most people have a wrong concep- 
tion of the Fsquimaux,’’ said Father 
Lecorre. “They are horribly cruel and 
barbarous—that is, most of them were 
when I first went among them. They 


killed all their old men. The aged and | 


feeble were compelled to kneel on the 
mat of death, and the younger mem- 
bers of the tribe pierced them through 
and through with spears until they 
were dead, I did, however, baptize 
about 300 babies. 
medicine men jealous, and they made 
many attempts to kill me, both with 
knife and gun. But, you see, they 
were unsuccessful. 

While carrying on his work of con- 
version in the far north, Father Le- 
corre has had many narrow escapes 
from starvation and death in other 
ways. 

“Even when I was permanently set- 
tled at my little monastery, Lady of 
Good Hope, 100 miles south of the 
Arctic circles, I did not taste a piece 
of bread for three years,” he said. 

Dr. Lecorre, described a peculiar 
custom of the Esquimaux women, that 
of cutting a large hole in each cheek, 
in which they wear precious stones. 
These are removed during meal hours, 

With the Indians of the far north 
Father Lecorre met with far greater 
success, and, 
work among the missions of Provi- 
dence, as the monasteries are called, 
he has had the satisfaction of seeing 
the Indians of the entire valley of the 


Mackenzie river embrace the Catholic | 


faith. The first mission established 
in this region was at Edmonton, and 
consisted of two huts. 

Twenty-five years ago, when Father 
Lecorre took an active part in con- 
verting the Slavian Indians, the Dog 
tribes, so-called because they eat dog 
flesh, and the Mountain Indians, his 
little hut was just 900 miles south of

BOOMING AHEAD. 


Town Lots Still In the Virgin Forest 
Are Sold to Long-Sighted Buyers 
Who Are Expecting a Great City 
Where Now the Wolves Bay at 
Nights—145 Lots Bring In More 
Than Fifty Thousand Dollars. 

The people of Canada, and of On+ 
tario in particular, have not yet 
realized the full significance of the 
event which took place recently, when 
145 lots of the new townsite of Coch 


to gollect sufficient funds to establish | 


ing & Northern Ontario Railway and 
the Nationak Transcontinental, were 
lsold by public auction, the sale tak« 
ling place on the surveyed site of the 
‘new town, says W. M,. Scanlan in 
The Toronto Globe. 

| The event and the manner in which 
\}it was conducted were remarkable in 
|| more ways than one. To the super- 
| ficial observer it would seem that the 
jfaith that would lead a man to pur 
chase at a high price a town lot 66 
‘feet by 132 on which virgin forest 
still stands, and which, though but 
l'a few blocks away, he can see only 
lon the plan, the bush being too thick 
to allow of his penetrating to his 
prospective, or newly-acquired = pur+ 
| chase, indicates either that the man 
is exceptionally foresighted or excep- 
| tionally foolhardy. The writer, after 
having accompanied the 600 pioneer 
buyers on their expedition into the far 
north—Cochrane is 600 miles nearer 
the north pole in a direct line than 
| Toronto—is of the opinion that the 
| surprising thing is not that so many 
went, but that so few of our Cana- 
dian business men, supposedly naggres« 
sive and alive to the opportunities of 
a new country, have realized what 
| the signs of the times, as applying te 
\ Cochrane, portend. 

The journey of the big train of 
| twelve coaches from Toronto to 
Cochrane was of momentous signifi- 
| eance. In the first place it signified 
the completion of the Ontario Gevern: 
ment’s raiiway, the Temiskaming & 
Northern, For three years or more 
this road his been pushing its wav 
northward into the heart of an un 
known wilderness, which is now fe* 
vealing formerly undreamed-of riches 
in minerals and choice farming lands. 
The ‘Cochrane Special,” as it was 
called, was the first train to muake 
| the vomplete journey from North Bay 
to the junction with the Transcontin: 
ental right-of-way, a distance of 258 
miles. 

The train itself was a most excen- 
| tional one, It consisted of two pri- 
‘vate ears, three Pullmans, a dining: 
car, five day coaches and a baggage- 
| car fitted with a lunch counger, 12 
cars in all. To take a train like that 
{over a newly-completed track, ovet 
muskeg and hich trestles newly built, 
i required considerable faith in the 
| work of the contractor, but the jour- 
ney was made w ¢hout a hitch. Ar: 
rived at Cochrane, the buyers found 
' themselves still three-quarters of a 
mile away from the town, As a re» 
sult, a lone line of growling, grumb- 
ling, slipping, sprawling men had to 
pick their way through the mud and 
over the corduroy to the freight shed 
}in which the sale was to take place 
| These intrepid explorers on their quest 
}for investinent were, however, not 
balked by so smell an item as mud. 

The to- 
tel price paid for the 145 lots was
